For whatever reasons, some 
agencies are coming under the 
Merit System but exempting 
most of their employes from the 
provisions of the Merit System.

Here’s the way they do it. Un- 
der state law, the department 
head can ask the governor to 
issue an executive order bringing 
his agency under the Merit Sys- 
tem. The department chief can 
list one-fifth of his workers as 
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“classified’’ and the rest as ‘‘un- 
classified’, When the governor 
signs the order, the Merit Board 
carries it out—classifying only 
those employes}listed by the de- 
partment head for ‘‘classifica- 
tion.’’ The board can exercise no 
power over the ‘‘unclassified’’ 
workers. So they reaily aren't 
covered by the Merit System. 

However, since their agency is 
under the Merit System through 
this ‘“‘token’”’ set-up, all em- 
ployees of the agency—classified 
or unclassified—are eligible to 
participate in the employes re- 
tirement program.

America Remembers 


Mr. Malik ‘Quite Well 


Jacob Malik, successor at least tem- 
porarily to Andrei Vishinsky as leader of 
delegation to the United 
Nations, is not unknown to American 
audiences. They became familiar with his 
skill in the U.N., his suave, distinguished 
appearance and his ability as a parlia- 
mentarian in the debates following the 
outbreak of the Korean War. ! 

The skill of Malik’s diplomacy was 
exhibited again Monday in Birmingham, 
England. This heart of Britain’s industrial 
midlands heard a plea for tradé and 
friendship from the ambassador, who 
assured his audience that in Russia “there 
is not a single person or group of people 
who thought that war would bring them 
any profit.” It was well received. 

Malik has been most successful as am- 
bassador to Britain. He has succeeded in 
allaying many British fears about Russian 
intentions and shrewdly played up those 
differences that divide Britain and 
America. 

In the meantime, Vishinsky—a _ top 
Stalin henchman and stoogé—is being 
flown to Moscow for burial. He distin- 
guished himself, of course, in the Soviet 
hierarchy by serving as Stalin’s chief 
prosecutor and organizer of the merci- 
less purges of the 1930s. He was a politi- 
cal executioner and possessed great skill 
as an organizer. 

Gen. Mark Clark relates the story of 
how a Soviet military mission—a cour- 
tesy to Allies—was assigned to the Italian 
front. Strangely enough, Vishinsky ap- 
peared as its head. 

As soon as the Allied armies would 
liberate a town, Vishinsky’s group would 
establish contact with the Communist 
partisans so carefully nurtured behind 
the German lines. He directed the Com- 
munists in capturing local governments 
in scores of towns and gave the ‘Red 
movement the stature that has plagued 
Italy ever since. We caught on to the 
tactics almost too late. 

Vishinsky’s death will not change the 
course of Soviet foreign policy. The Rus- 
sians will have an equally formidable 
spokesman for that policy in the return 
of Malik. He is a shrewd, able Communist. 


More Money Raised for 
The Sake of Education 


The state school building authority 
has announced plans for the sale of an 
additional $40,000,000 in revenue @ertifi- 
cates. Proceeds of the sale will go to 
Géorgia’s continuing program to improve 
its constantly growing school system. 

In his third annual report, Chairman 
Fred Hand pointed out that revenue cer- 
tificates totaling $95,812,000 were issued 
during the last year. This money was 
divided among 150 school systems for a 
total of 879 new school buildings, or addi- 
tions and improvements to existing ones. 
Proceeds from the new sale will go to 42 
school systems with plans for 374 new 
buildings or improvements. 

*This new school construction was de- 

- scBibed by Chairman Hand as the largest 
single building program in Georgia’s his- 
tegy.: And,.by and large, he said, it has 
gohe easily. There have been problems, 
but they were solved by means of the 
cooperation of everybody concerned, from 
the governor down to the local boards 

ef education. It has gone efficiently too.

The chairman’s report announced that 
total administrative expense since the 
authority was set up in 1951 has been 
only two thirds of one per cent of ex- 
pended funds. 


On completion of this building pro- 
gram, Georgia school children, both urban 
and rural, will be as well housed as any 
in the nation. That the program is being 
carried through in such fine style is a 
tribute to members of the authority, as 
well as to the faith of Georgians in the 
need for education and the future of 
their state.

University of Georgia 
Is at the Cross Roads 


The annual report of the University 
of Georgia, released this week by Presi- 
dent O. C. Aderhold, clearly shows why 
the Board of Regents of the University 
System is asking the General Assembly 
to double the system’s present appro- 
priations. 

The expected enrollment increases 
are proceeding on schedule. Facilities are 
crowded already and the pressures will 


grow in the next few years. 
“It is sincerely believed,” Dr. Ader- 
hold points out, “that the university 


should provide excellent educational op- 
portunities for 10,000 or more students in 
1960, but enrollment will probably not 
rise above 5,000 or 5,500 unless housing 
can be expanded and instructional facili- 
ties improved.” 

To meet housing demands for women 
students alone, he points out, space will 
be needed by next fall for 500 more. 
Accommodations for men students are 
completely filled this year and next year 
there will be a shortage. 

Along with housing, there will a short- 
age of instructional facilities and all the 
additional equipment needed to carry on 
a well-rounded program. The university 
must be able to attract and keep an 
adequate faculty. 

Dr. Aderhold points out the need for 
a completed science center to keep pace 
with Georgia’s economic growth. He cites 
the need for offering educational oppor- 
tunities to many students we are now 
losing to other states and other sections. 

The university is at the crossroads in 
the size of its student body and in the 
services it can offer the state. If it is to 
perform the function it should perform in 
the state’s growing social and economic 
structure, it must be given adequate 
support.

One a Shock

motor geared ‘to a pump. No 
high line carries current to the 
motor. The only wires run from the 
glass plate at the top of the 
tower. 

When the sunrays ‘strike the 
silicon, electricity is generated, 
enough to drive the pump to lift 
the water that makes ‘the 
desert blossom like the rose’’. 
When the light fails, the motor 
stops, but the water has been 
stored. 

This sun-mill is not there yet. 
But it’s in the making. It’s a 
part of the potentiality within 
the solar battery which the Bell 
Laboratories demonstrated this 
week. 

At the Hurt Building the good 
doctor of electronics held out the 
window a rectangular piece of 
glass and silicon the size of the 
“‘pocketbook’’ you buy for a 
quarter. He made this battery 
energize a phone line and a 
midget FM transmitter. He made 
it turn a 110-volt light off and on, 
he made it turn a tiny motor. 

The ‘‘pocketbook”’ battery with 
its 10 thin strips of silicon gene- 
rates five volts. The amperage 
is low. A square yArd of the 
same kind would ight a Tywatt 
bulb. A solar battery a“mile 
square would meet the electrical 
needs of an Atlanta. 

But the cost as of now would be 
prohibitive. The solar battery is 
strictly for areas where no other 
source of power is available. For 
the edge of that desert, for the 
infantryman in the field with a 


walkie-talkie, for the remote 
phone line. } 
Developed to a higher ef- 


ficiency—today it takes on only 
8 per cent of the sun’s energy— 
the sun-cell is for the day when 
coal and oil and uranium are 
gone from the bowels of the 
earth and man is seeking a 
dependable new source of power. 

The solar battery wasn’t the 
only thing at the Bell demon- 
stration to evoke a high-voltage 
“ah’’. The FM transmitter used 
in the experiment is & transistor- 
wired packet Ahe size of a cigaret 
lighter. 

Yet hooked to a 10-foot an- 
tenna it has a five-mile range. 

What I am ordering is a 
hat with built-in solar battery. 
Then merely by lifting a shade on 
the lid, I can expose the silicon- 
lined cell to the sun, thus acti- 
vating the FM sender in my 
pocket. A similar set, energized 
by the light bulb in the house 
and connected to the telephone, 
would mean when I am raking 
leaves or otherwise working in 
the yard, I will be able to say, 
“Put him on, dear. I'll take the 
call out here.”’

The face of 
things in the free Western world 
was, indeed, transformed more 
quickly than any like change in re- 
cent years. This transformation 
reached far in its effects. It helped 
France; it helped the free nations 
of Western Europe. It reacted also 
over here to help the Eisenhower 
administration and Secretary 
Dulles and to lift the clouds of con- 
fusion and uncertainty that, recent- 
ly had hung over our foreign pol- 
icy. 

Something else happened that in- 


dicated the new life that had been 


pumped into the Western European 


alliance. This was Soviet Russia’s 


sudden call for a general European 


conference to consider the German 


problem, among other matters. 


That immediately was recognized

aS a maneuver, a desperate one, 
to try to disrupt the newly formed 
coneert in Western Europe before 
the London and Paris agreements 
could be ratified. Our government 
and Great Britain rejected the ine 
vitation and it was forecast hope- 
fully that France, which was the 
principal target of the Russian mas 
neuver, would do likewise. 


It was against this background 
of a resurgent France offering 
promise of stability and of an 
alarmed Russia that the French 
premier arrived here for his visit. 
It was appropriate that it was here 
that he announced that France 
likewise would reject any confers 
ence with Russia until the London 
and Paris agreements were rati-« 
fied. 

M. Mendes-France proved him- 
self an accommodating bearer of 
good tidings. He made himself 
available wherever possible to our 
press, radio and television to exs 
plain France's position and her 
hopes for herself and fhe free 
world. For the internal commue 
nism that is still a plaguing probe 
lem for his country he offered the 
basic remedy — domestic reforms 
that will remove the poverty, hard 
ship and despair that are breeders 
of communism. For the danger of 
international communism he sube 
scribed to the policy to which we 
have adhered a long time and 
which we have sponsored in Weste 


ern Europe—moral, spiritual, eco —

Fulfilled 


A while back on behalf of Miss June Rightor, editor of Travel 
Magazine, I asked for tips on special Christmas celebrations 
around Georgia. And the request caused a number of people to 
reminisce pleasantly of other Christmases in other days. 

Miss Mary Hammond, of 119 Seventh St., NE, Apt. 2, wrote 
s0 vividly of Christmas and other family customs I think you 
might enjoy her letter as much as I did. 


“I don’t know that any of our family customs are peculiar 
to Georgia,’ wrote Miss Hammond, “but we had some that 
were our own. First of all came Midnight Mass, when we re- 
ceived the Infant Jesus into our hearts in Holy Communion. 
My mother’s family were stanch English-Irish Catholics from 


‘down the Georgia Road’—Washington (Wilkes), Warrenton and 
Augusta. 


“I have heard it said that the O’Haras of ‘Gone With the 
Wind’ were not representative Georgians because they were 
Catholic, but let me tell you they were and are. I know, because 
I heard my mother’s stories of her grandfather and great uncle 
John long before GWTW, and they were exactly like old Gerald 
O'Hara. 

“They had family prayer, with Rosary and Litany every night. 
The old man had statues of Jesus and His Blessed Mother at the 
foot of his staircase and every morning he would bow solemnly to 
each and say: ‘Good mor-r-ning Jasus!’ . . . ‘Good mor-r-ning 
Mer-r-y !’ 

“From those ante-bellum days, where there was no priest 
to offer Midnight Mass and only family prayer before a home- 
made manger to begin the Holy Season, down to our own gen- 
eration, complete with all the beauty and grandeur of the Church 
of Rome, a ham baked along with the Christmas turkey was tra- 
ditional to break our fast. Served with hot coffee and Aunt Anna’s 
homemade rolls and jam, there is nothing more delicious. I am 
afraid I thought more about that ham a great many times than 
I did about the cordiality of ‘Merry Christmas!’ with which I 
greeted friends as we came out of church beneath the Christmas 
stars. 

“On the non-Christmasy side, 
grandfather, the late Oliver Ewing, a non-Catholic native of 
Alcovy, near Covington. He was about 14 during the War Between 
the States, when he was sent, via horse and wagon driven by an 
old slave, to Emory at Oxford.

‘‘He had yearned for Army life, Confederate, of course, but 
realized he was too young. The next best thing to his adolescent 
mind, was to help get badly needed supplies to the Army. As 
he was swinging his legs from the back of the wagon, he apied 
the smoke of a steam locomotive approaching the nearby station. 
Peering around to be sure the old Negro was watching the road 
ahead, he slipped quietly from the wagon and headed back 
through the woods to the station.’’

Volume Continues 


Growth Over 753 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Who would have predicted a year ago that Georgia’s total 
business volume this year would continue its amazing growth 
to the point of topping 1953’s record high level? 

There weren't many folks who did. 

Not that they weren’t optimistic about Georgia’s long-range 
prospects. 

But because the nation was headed into a temporary reces- 
sion, most business and industrial leaders in this section hoped 
mare op the state’s economy would not fall far below the 1953 
mar 

Few anticipated the good news revealed Tuesday in the No- 
vember issue of Manufacturers Record, a monthly industrial 
magazine devoted to Southern business: 

Georgia's total business volume in the first eight months of 
1954 amounted to 91% billion dollars, an increase of 1 per cent 
over the same period a year ago. 

In the Southeast, only Florida—with a total volume of slight- 
ly over eight billion—registered a greater gain (2 per cent). 

And only North Carolina in the same section recorded a 
greater volume (nearly $10.8 billion), despite a 2 per cent dip 
from its 1953 total. 

Increases in five segments of Georgia’s economy more than 
offset decreases in four others. 

Farming business volume during the eight-month period rose 
5 per cent to 453 million. Mining volume, also up 5 per cent, 
reached 24 million. Construction gained 7 per cent to 423 million, 
finance jumped 11-per cent to 353 million, and wholesale trade 
increased 2 per cent to over 3.1 billion. 

Georgia manufacturing volume, on the other hand, slid 5 per 
cent to slightly over 21 billion. Utilities, off 4 per cent, totaled 
409 million, while retail trade dipped 3 per cent to 1.8_ billion, 
and service trade sloughed off 1 per cent to 347 million. 

The fact remains, however, that Georgia’s economy in the 
first eight months of this year showed an unexpected increase of 
1 per cent. 

And the best months for most segments of business were not 
included in the report. 

Total business volume for the South as a whole—which in- 
cludes the Southwestern and border states—was down only 1 per 
cent from the 1953 level. 

Thus the Southern economy has held up better than that of 
any other region (except the Pacific Coast), as well as better 
than that of the entire nation, which showed a 2 per cent decline. 

It is little wonder that Dixie business leaders, like their 
counterparts from other parts of the United States, foresee a 
bright future for the region. 


Dixie Retail Sales Rise 


Southern retailers—excluding chain operations with more 
than 10 stores each—rang up an estimated $25.7 billion in sales 
in the first nine months of 1954, according to the Atlanta field 
office of the U.S. Commerce Department. Only the North Central 
and Northeastern regions topped this figure. 


Dollar Worth More 


A pleasant surprise for shoppers: The purchasing value of 
the consumer dollar rose 0.5 per cent over the past year to reach 
100 cents in October (1953 dollar equals 100 cents). The October, 
1953, dollar was valued at 99.5 cents. On the old base figure 
(1939 dollar equals 100) the October dollar was 55.6 cents com-
